Grain Movement Doubled 


The {figures concerning the grain 
movement may be ttaken as an _in- 
stance of the greatly improved traffic 
during the past year as compared 
with 1924.

disappeared and all one could see 
was the faint outline of 
against the starry sky, the wide ex- 
panse’ of the snow. covered lake, 
stretching. away to the west, quite 


in the far distance it seemed to be 
one with the further shore: ° 

So interested had I been on watch- 
ing the sunset, that I had got cold 
and. did not realize it until I turned 
to.go home. My shack wae only a 
few hundred yards away along the 
high bank of the river about ‘half a 
mile from where it emptied into the 
lake, but commanding a good view of 
the latter. I soon had a fire going and 
supper cooked, feeling at peace with 
the world and things in general. Then 
placing “Vanity Fair’ on my left 
hand, a respectable sized plate of 
méat and dehydrated potatoes slightly 
to my right, I proceeded to feed with 
body and mind. 

How long I sat I do not know, but 
it must have been a considerable 
time, for the fire had got low and 
there was a decided chill in the 
place, so I went through the usual 
performance of getting in the night’s 
wood, which meant having my head 
bumped several times. The architect 
who made the plans for the cabin, in 
my opinion, wae not up to his job, or 
he may have been an expert in the 
erection of doors calculated to aggra- 
vate and enrage even the most mild 
sort of people. The door step was 
some eighteen inches above the floor 
which had ‘been dug out to that depth, 
the door step projecting into the 
cabin some six inches. -The height 
of the door was not five feet. If one 
happened to be in a hurry going out, 
and the door was open, the projecting 
step and the Jow exit would jprobably 
be forgotten, consequently one bound- 
ed on to the former, leaning forward 
somewhat in exact line with the log 
above the door. The severity of the 
impact with the log varied, all de- 
pending on the momentum at which 
you happened to be moving while 
attempting the passage. If moving 
at a high epeed, back you go flop, too 
dazed even to curse the architect. 
If, on the other hand, it’s just an or- 
dinary saunter one takes in passing 
the portal,.the result- is not serious, 
just a mild bump, which is accepted 
as a matter of course, and on rare 
occasions the objective is made ,with- 
out any contact with the enemy what- 
soever. 

This particular night was one of 
these ‘rare occasions, I passing out 
unharmed. 

It was a glorious night, the moon 
having risen in the meantime. It 
was almost as light as day and quite 
still. 

To the west, jutting out into the 
lake, is a point, some six or seven mil- 
es away. There a fire was burning. 
Evidently someone was camping for 
the night. I could distinctly hear 
the blow of the axe as he chopped 
wood for the fire. It seemed quite 
close, so clear and still was the night. 
That meant visitors early next 
morning or .perhaps that night. I 
was not greatly elated over the fact, 
for they would be Indians, and I much 
rahter would have had white men. 
Still, perhaps € could get a few skins 
out of them, especially if they were 
short of tobacco, ammunition and 
tea, I having a fair supply of these. 

Next morning after daybreak I 
could see moving objects on the 
lake. At that distance appearing to 
move very slowly, but as the distance 
lessened the speed seemed to increase 
and I could distinguish the dogs, and 
the tinkle of their bells soon became 
quite audible. There were two tobog- 
gang, the drivers riding covered up 
with their caribou skin robes. Now 
and then could be heard the sound of 
their voices as they hollered at their 
dogs, or the yelp of a lazy one as he 
received a good “ribbender” from the 
long whip of one of the Indians. 
Soon they were near the mouth of 
the river and were lost to view for a 
short time behind the screen of wil- 
low which fringed the bank, emerging 
in sight once more where the trai’ 
left the river where the bank was 
somewhat low and on across the rive: 
flat to the top of the steep high bank 
on top of which stood the cabin. At 
the foot of this they must need get 
out of the toboggans, to give the dogs 
a chance. Then up they came to the 


accompaniment of sundry yells from 
their masters. 
After the ceremony of _ shaking 


hands, for I had not seen these men 
for some time, we went into the cab- 
im. They looked over my small stock 
and I cast my eye at their bags, try- 
ing to ascertain if they contained any 
fur. This operation took the best part 
of the morning, but eventually I wag 
able to extract a few pelts from them, 
as they were out of tobacco, ammuni- 
tion and tea. Business done, we had 
dinner, as I had plenty of caribou 
meat on the stage outside. I did not 
have to draw on my little supply of 
luxuries, excepting lard and tea, 
which with the meat made up the 
meal. After a smoke, and begging: a 
piece of meat for dog feed, they put 
their belongings in their toboggan 
and were on their way. 

One thing these Chipewayans prac- 
tically make a science of, is “‘spit- 
ting.” It behooves any one fto be 
prepared and place receptacles in 
convenient positions. For that mat- 
ter inconvenient places would be 
just as good, for their aim is sure. 
I myself never took any chances and 
placed them well in sight. I knew of 
three who half filled a_ five-pound 
lard pail in a little over one day. 

‘One man T knew of, if an Indian 
should by chance expectorate on his 
floor, would take the cap from the 
offender’s head, wipe up the mess, 
and replace the cap without saying 
a word. It proved a good system and 
did not have to be repeated. One day 
I was visited by “Barlasch of the 
Guard” and family. He wag a widow: 


the ‘hills 


er and wherever‘he went had to take 
his. children, a boy. of twelve and a 
little girl. some three. years..old. . Of 
course his real: name was not. Bar- 
lasch, but he reminded me‘of the old 
French guardsman, being very upright 
and :tall with an old ‘Persian Jamb.cap, 
and /a.semi-military: cut..to his over. 
coat, with, a few stragely. grey hairs 
onthe upper: lip, rather snappy in: his 
movements, and his voice had a tinge 
of the drill sergeant’s -bark. 

I was pleased to see the old fellow 
for: two reasons, ifirst, that he always 
had furs to .pay for his purchases, 
never asking for: credit; secondly, I 
liked him, personally. He » showed 
great affection: for -his children, es: 
pecially the little:.girl, giving -her all 
the ‘tit-bits, even lump sugar, which 
he bought from me, as I had no can: 
dies. It was late when they. arrived, 
so I did not feel dike turning them 
out. The day was bitterly cold, the 
wind sweeping over the lake filling 
the air with fine particles of snow, 


white and sparkling near at hand, but; hastening the waning day to an early 


close. 

We brought in meat to thaw for the 
dogs, and making an exception, es 
pecially for the children, I brought 
out a few luxuries I had laid by for 
myself—sugar, jam, prunes, and a 
bannock. 

‘Old Barlasch, taking his daughter 
on his knee (she would have been 
much more at home on the floor, no 
doubt) fed her off his plate. What a 
dirty, round, frightened little face it 
was. She seemed to be alarmed at 
me, and my beard certainly needed 
the touch of a tonsorial artist. It was 
sticking out in the most peculiar man- 
ner, the hair forming right angles 
with my face, the colour variegated. 
No doubt I was not a very preposses- 
ting object, and the child had legiti- 
mate cause for fear. I then thought 
of one solitary can of milk which 
was stowed away in some _ obscure 
corner. Digging this up, the child 
gaw me in another guise after the 
first spoonful was taken. What with 
jam, greage and condensed milk the 
condition of her face was not im- 
proved. ‘However, that was a detail. 
The child was happy, and her father 
rubbed the thickest off with a rag, 
or, I should say, more evenly distrib- 
uted it over her face. There was 
another Indian I called Diogenes (that 
was my private name for him). He 
did not live in a barrel, but looked as 
though he might. He appeared to he 
brooding over some great problem all 
the time, and gave me the impression 
of being very wise. I found out later 
that I was quite correct in my opin- 
fon. He was wise, and is still, as far 
as Iknow. He got a number of articl- 
es from me on credit, much against 
my better judgment. “Doing me” 
must have been the great thought he 
was brooding over. 

Then there was old Harry—he of 
the lamp. I always had him sized up 
as Aladdin. He did not exchange new 
lamps for old, but was possessed with 
the idea of owning one of these gaa 
lamps. My partner and I had one, 
and its brilliant light took his fancy. 
We had no particular wish to part 
with it, but as he-offered a good price 
we let it go. After instructions re. 
garding the pumping up, etc., he de. 
parted on his way home, with a 
meagre supply of gasoline, as we were 
practically out of that commodity 
Apparently ‘the lamp gave satisfac. 
tion, as next time I saw him, he 
praised it highly. He seldom used it, 
as hig family were away from their 
home on Black Lake for the best part 
of the winter, and it was too bulky 
and breakable ito take on their jour. 
neying. Still he had the satisfaction 
of knowing that he was the sole own. 
er of a lamp, which gave such bright 
illumination, in that part of the 
country, and presumably the thought 
of it kept a ray of brightness burning 
in his mind ever in the dark cold of 
the Northern Winter. 

On the whole the Indians who thus 
visited my shack in the wilderness 
were not difficult to deal with. They 
were rather like backward children 
of more civilized races and countries. 
Their language was very limited in 
its scope, as was to be expected, sfnce 
the ideas which had to be expressed 
in {It were also very limited in num- 
ber. Living a life in which luxury 
even of the simplest kind is almost 
wholly absent, and in which the one 
dominant need is the obtaining of the 
bare necessities of existence, it is 
natural tthat their physical welfare {gs 
almost all they think about. The 
severity of the climate also does not 
lend itself to undue indulgence in the 
luxuries of bathifig, where there are 
no means of doing so comfortably, so 
that it is not surprising that their 
standard of cleanliness should often 
be a low one. There is something 
rather pathetic about the way in 
which they are lingering on in a 
region which is constantly narrowing 
as civilization advances, with little 
or no hope that they will ever rise 
to the level of taking proper advan. 
tage of such civilization. The only 
thing to be said about it is that their 
lot now is no worse, and probably 
somewhat better than in the days 
when ithey were the masters of the 
whole country, in which now they 
are only a dwindling remnant. 


THE UGLY DUCKLING 


By Dr. C. M. Hincks, Medical Direc- 
tor, Canadian National 'Committee 
for Mental Hygiene. 


The child who is “always in the 
way"—whose remarks are laughed at, 
whose questiong are ignored and whose 
appearance is ridiculed, is robbed of 
self confidence and even of self 
respect.. He depreciates himself. He 
thinks so little of himself and _ his 
ability that he is conquered by the 
difficulties of a task before he under- 
takes it. 

Such a child should have a chance 
to some success and some encourage- 
ment. Nothing discourages so much 
as an impossible task. It destroys 
all initiative. The, “inferior” child 
should be made to work at tasks 
within his powers and receive praise 
and encouragement. 

The cripple and the ugly duckling 
have a hard lot until they discover 
that while handicapped they are. not 
really inferior to others. By making 
a game of conquest of the work in 
epite of disability, by showing the 
rewards showered on the one who 
wins in spite of handicap—Steinmetz 
for example—the child will learn 
that he can turn from a bad start and 
still win glory and happiness,

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THEATRE GOING IN RED DEER 


(Last week reference was made 
shortly to the somewhat surprisingly 
limited support given to the theatre 
in Red Deer. This is an interesting 
and not unimportant matter. It will 
probably be agreed that it would be a 
loss to the city if it did not have a 
regularly conducted theatre for mov- 
ing pictures and other entertain- 
ments. Even if the moving pictures 
are not always either improving or 
particularly amusing, still they do 
represent a definite feature of our 
modern society, and a place which is 
without them lacks one feature of 
attractiveness to its residents or in- 
tending residents. Yet no man can 
be expected to provide regular enter. 
tainments if he is not supported by 
the public, and it seems to be un- 
doubted that in the last few years the 
patronage given to the local theatre 
has been less than the size of thie 
community would lead one to expect 
and less than was needed to make it 
worth the while of the different men 
who have tried to conduct the 
theatre. 


What is the cause of this? It can- 


“not be attributed to inferior pictures. 


‘Red Deer has seen some of the best 
pictures on the market in recent 
years. The old theatre building had 
something to do with it, no doubt. It 
was a singularly unattractive place, 
apart altogether from its dangerous 
character with respect to fire. Yet 
the present Empress Theatre, built 
of brick, well warmed, and comfort- 
ablg, gets rather worse patronage. 
Its not being on the main street may 
have a little to do with it, but after 
all it is only a minute or so off the 
main street, and people who want to 
go to see pictures or a play will not 
be kept away by that fact. Is the 
reason that for a considerable time 
past many entertainments have been 
held in other buildings, such as the 
United Church, the School Assembly 
Hall, the Parish Hall, while it was in 
use, and so on? Is it the case that in 
order to make a theatre in Red Deer 
@ paying venture it must be able to 
accommodate and must in fact house 
all the different entertainments offer- 
ed the public, so that moving pictures 
may be varied with concerts, plays by 
local or visiting companies, political 
meetings, and all sorts 
ings? Onthe other hand, is the diffi- 
cully due to the fact that the people 
of the city and district are not 
theatre goers by habit, and find their 
entertainments more in small parties 
in their own houses? Bad times may 
have had something to do with it, but 
it is an old story that even in bad 
times people give up their amugse- 
ments almost last of all, and econom- 
ize on other things first. It is worth 
the while of the leading ladies and 
gentlemen of our community to con. 
sider this question, and see whether 
there is anything to ‘be done about it. 
It would be a pity to see the city fall 
behind other places of its size in 
respect of the provision of legitimate 
entertainment, especially when we 
rather pride ourselves on its attract- 
ive character for residential purpos- 
es. The opinions of, some of the read- 
ers of The News on this subject 
would be interesting, and any who 
wish to give them publicity are wel- 
come to the use of the columns of the 
paper for the purpose. 


THE ASSEMBLING OF THE 
DOMINION PARLIAMENT 


In the course of the next few days 
the Dominion Parliament will as- 
semble in Ottawa. The interval since 
the election at ‘the end of October has 
not made the situation much more 
clear. None of the three parties has 
Made any announcement which can 
be said to have helped to indicate 
what is likely to happen. The Pro- 
gressives, with whom lies the decis- 
jon as ‘to whether the Government will 
at once be defeated or not, are wait-] 
ing to see what the Guvernment pro- 
posals are. The Guvernment has 
probably been pondering deeply and 
doing a good deal of unostentatious 
“negotiating” in the direction of 
ascertalning whether it can Induce all 
or any of the Progressives to give it 
support, and what the price of such; 


support will be. . The Conservatives, |

It is to be hoped that as the 
seasion goes on, some developments 
will take place, which will at any rate 
make the whole situation clearer, and 
helptoend anunsatisfactory position. 


FRANCE AND HER DIFFICULTIES 


The position of France hae for 
some time past been a difficult one, 
and as time goes on it does not ap 
pear to be getting any easier. For 
the moment it is the financial prob- 
lem that is occupying most attention, 
but behind it are other problems, and 
the solution of them seems likely to 
tax her leaders to the utmost. Gov- 
ernment after government in swift 
succession in the last year or two has 
come into office charged with the set- 
tlement of the financial question. 
Government after government has 
completely failed to effect any such 
settlement. The plain fact is that 
drastic economy and heavy taxation 
are needed to provide for the pay- 
ment of the country’s expenses and 
the interest on the tremendous debt 
left by tthe war. That economy and 
taxation the people seem most reluc- 
tant to face, and no government is 
strong enough to draw up a _ pro- 
gramme and stick to it in epite of 
popular opposition. The political par- 
ties are so numerous and divided by 
such trifling differences that there 
are constantly changing coalitions 
and oppositions bargaining and_ bick- 
ering in obscure fashion, and making 
it virtually impossible for any states- 
man to count on continuous support 
for any policy he may lay down. 

In the meantime the country’e fi- 
nancial position gets worse and 
worse. The franc keeps falling in 
value and government securities keep 
depreciating, while the raising of new 
government loans to make good the 
deficits is becoming more and more 
difficult. A situation ts coming into 
existence in which the ordinary 
methods of government seem likely 
to become impossible. It is not sur- 
prising under such circumstances 
that a French Fascisti organization 
should have sprung up, and should 
be increasing rapidly. It is compos- 
ed of young men, who openly declare 
that only a resolute dictatorship can 
solve the difficulties of the country, 
and itthat just as Italy welcomed a 
dictatorship to save her from an- 
archy, so France must resort to one 
to save her from financial cifaos, and 
the breakdown of al! her existing 
social, commercial, and possibly poli- 
tical institutions. It is not a pleas. 
ant situation for ithe leaders of France 
.to face, and it constitutes a grav¢ 
reflection on the political wisdom 
and stamina of both leaders and peo- 
ple. 

If something of the sort does take 
place; if France follows Italy, Greece, 
and Spain into the category of na- 
tions which have found it impossible 
to maintain democratic institutions, 
‘the whole credit of democracy in the 
modern sense will be still further 
shaken. Even if she could solve her 
financial problems, France would still 
have to face the even more menacing 
danger of a French population prac- 
tically stationary, or even declining. 
In the last vear or two there has been 
an influx of foreigners into France, 
mainly Poles and tn the south Ital- 
jans, who have come to take advan- 
tage of the abundant opportunities 
for work, and who are inclined to set- 
tle in the country. To such an ex- 
tent is this true of the Italians that 
it has been said that there is a sec- 
ond conquest of Gaul by Italy in 
course of progress. 

By itself the situation is an inter- 
esting one. It is of particular interest 
to us in Canada, both because of the 
large proportion of our people who are 
of French origin, and who ought, at 
any rate, to take a close interest in 
the lot of the country of their ances- 
tors, and also because the failure of 
the French politicians, coming after 
the failure of the Italian, Greek and 
Spanish politicians, not to mention 
those of Germany, which has had no 
regular government for nearly a 
month now, might well convey a 
warning tto those of our own country. 
A deadlock existe in Canada now, and 
the only thing about which our poll- 
ticlans are agreed is that our situ- 
ation is thoroughly unsatisfactory. 
With the condition of these European 
countries before them, they would be 
well advised to find a solution of some 
sort without delay.

INTRUDERS IN THE CAMP. 


The following account of camping 
incidents wae given to The News by 


‘a farmer of this district: 


Several years ago I was working 
for a rancher in Southern Alberta, 


and along with several other men was I. 


up with stock in the foothills. Winter 
was coming on, and an unusually 
early snowfall made it necessary for 
us to get out of the hills quickly and 
with the least possible amount of 
baggage. We had therefore to make 
a cache of a quantity of our provie- 
ions, and this we built in a tree, high 
enough up to be out of the way of or- 
dinary animals, as we thought. We 
made a sort of hut or big box of wood 
up in the tree, covered it over with a 
canvas sheet, and left it. Just before 
we finished it, I found that I had a 
pair of heavy riding ‘boots which d did 
not want to wear on the way out, and 
did not want to have the trouble of 
carrying with me, so I put them also 
amongst the other things in the 
cache. One of the things left was a 
25 Yb. box of prunes, and there was 
also a fine large piece of bacon. We 
departed and remained away all Win- 
ter. Towarde Spring we returned to 
the foothills and made for our cache. 
[It appeared to the outward eye to 
have been quite undisturbed during 
our absence. ‘Among one of the first 
things I raked out of tt were my long 
riding boots, and to my surprise I 
found that they were full of prune 
stones, full right up to the top. In- 
vestigation then disclosed that the 
undisturbed condition of ‘the cache 
was only apparent. Practically the 
whole of the 25 Is. of prunes was 
gone. That ingenious animal, the 
pack-rat, which is a sort of marmot, 
had gnawed his way through the 
flooring of the hut in the tree, and 
into the box of prunes. He had re. 
moved tthe whole of the fruit, and af- 
ter eating it, had carefully deposited 
the stones, or as many of them as 
he could, in my riding boots. What 
was more, he had filled up the box in 
which the fruit had been, with pine 
cones, so that instead of our fine box 
of prunes we were left with a choice 
selection of pine cones. 

Moreover, we found that the pack- 
rat had not been the only visitor to 
the cache, though he was the only 
one who ‘had succeeded in getting any- 
thing out of it. A ‘bear had obviously 
been around, and had made efforts to 
remove the bacon, but had failed, ow- 
ing to its being hung just too high for 
him to reach. 

We took our stuff out of the cache 
and established ourselves in the 
small house which had been built 
some time previously for the use of 
men like ourselves, who had to look 
after the stock in the foothills. It 
was naturally not a very elaborate or 
heavily built house, as it was not oc- 
cupied in the Winter time. We had 
finished our evening meal and were 
comfortably resting on our’ bunks 
when we heard something on the roof 
of the house. We had been frying 
bacon for supper and there was a fine 
heavy smell of it in the hut. The 
visitor had reached the roof without 
making a sound, which was rather 
surprising considering how lightly 
built the shack was. We had hardly 
heard the first sounds of him on ‘th* 
roof when there came a ewift tearing 
at the thin shingles of the roof, a big 
gap appeared in the roof and throug 
the gap came the head of a large 
bear, who looked down on us in the 
dim-lit shack with what one could 
imagine to be a mixture of surprise 
and resentment. He had come for 
fried pork and resented finding men 
in possession of the place from which 
came such tempting odours. I had 
only one companion with me, but he 
acted swiftly as soon as the bear's 
head appeared. He jumped for his 
rifle, and fired at the bear without a 
moment's hesitation. The head 
promptly disappeared, but it was ap- 
parently not a successful shot, for we 
saw and heard nothing more of him, 
either that night or the next day when 
we looked around outside to see if he 
had been wounded and gone only a 
short way from the shack. For the 
rest of the night we were not inclined 
to sleep too soundly, as we were not 
certain just how hungry our visitor 
might be, since it was spring time and 

jhe had probably not got himself well 
fitted up after his hungry Winter, and 
| it was just possible that he might 
‘have another try for the bacon. How: 
jever, he did not come back again as 
jfar as we heard, and we saw nothing 
more of him that season. 

The next Spring we came back to 
the same shack, and duly established 
ourselves in it. One evening after 
nightfall we were sitting by the stove 
when we heard something outside the 
door. The next moment there came 
a terrific tearing scrape on the door, 
so forcible that though the door was 
made of stout lumber, it seemed as if 
it was nearly broken through by the 
assault. I leaped up to the door and 

;swung it open, while my companion 
seized his rifle. In the entrance stood 
a big grizzly bear, formidable enough 
in all conscience, and evidently of a 
mind to come in and see what he 
could pick up. I had only a moment 
to look at him, when the crack of the 
rifle came. Almost at the same 
stant I dashed the door shut again, 
and for the uext few seconds we stood 
and wondered whether he would 
make another attack on it and, if so, 
whether it would hold out against him. 
He did not make the attack. Without 
‘a sound he slipped away again into 
,the darkness of the night, and we 
never saw him again, or were’ ever 
troubled by him, but in the morning

rent into it. when «he: tore. -at-. it 
a match could be easily pw3hed- 
Neck the remainder of the wood.’ 
Whether it was ithe game bear as had 
visited us the previous Spring we did” 
not know, but from his size as he’

THE IMPORTANCE 
OF ROUGHAGES FOR 
BROOD SOWS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Roughages in some form or other 
are necessary in the ration of brood 
sows. Among other uses these me- 
chanically assist in the proper diges- 
tion of the more concentrate parts 
of the ration. In the report of the 
Dominion Animal Husbandman for 
the year ending March 81, 1924, the 
results are recorded of a test in 
which’ alfalfa hay is compared with 
alfalfa meal. Two lots of pregnant 
brood sows received a ration of mixed 
meal and roots. In addition, one lot 
of five sows was fed alfalfa meal at 
the rate of one pound of the alfalfa 
meal to ifive pounds of the mixed meal 
ration, while another lot of three 
sows was given uncut alfalfa hay in 
racks. In all 192 pounds of meal 
was fed and 196 pounds of alfalfa 
hay. The physical condition of both 
lots of sows was equally good. The 
average number of pigs farrowed by 
the alfalfa fed sows wae 11.8 per lit- 
ter, these weighing 28.55 pounds. Tho 
sows which had hay averaged 11 pigs 
per litter, these weighing 32.25 
pounds. ‘The latter group of sows 
farrowed 93.9 per cent. of good pigs 
or 10 per cent. more than the sows 
which had meal. These results wou'd, 
therefore, give hay somewhat the aa- 
vantage over the meal for’ brood 
SOWS. 

During the previous two years a 
test was conducted in which beet pulp 
was compared with pulped = manzels 
for brood sows. In these two tests 
the beet pulp ration was not only the 
more expensive but the sows on this 
gave smaller pigs and fewer pigs er 


litter. The ten sows fed mangels ind 
meal averaged 12.3 pigs per litter o: 
‘2.4 pigs more than the ten eows on 
beet pulp and meal, while tho Jitters 


weighed 32.4 pounds at birth or seven 
pounds more than those from the sows 
fed beet pulp. Mangels would, there- 
fore, appear to be the more suitable 
roughage for pregnant brood sows. 

In tests of this nature the factor of 
heredity, of course, enters, but aside 
from this the results are significant. 


ARTIFICIAL MANURE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
The term “artificial manure” has 
been applied to a product resulting 
from the treatment of straw by cer- 
tain chemicals. Tite outstanding 
feature of the methods is the conver. 
sion of straw into manure without de 
ing first used as a feed or litter fur 
stock—the rotting down of the straw 
being brought about, as in the case of 
ordinary manure, by bacteria which 
in this process are nourished and en- 
couraged by the chemicals adlled to 
the straw. These bacteria are ever 
present in the air and therefore there 
is no necessity to purchase or other- 
wise procure a special culture. In 
order to accomplish their  uscjul 
work on the straw it is merely neces- 
sary that they should have a certain 
amount of soluble nitrogenous food 
(supplied by the chemical sulphate of 
ammonia), moisture and air. The in- 
vestigatory work which led to the 
devising of a practical process for 
making this artificial manure was car- 
ried out at the Rothamstead Experi- 
mental Station (England) during the 
latter years of the World War, when 
the general principles involved and 
more or lese of the details of the pro- 
cess were discussed in the agricul- 
tural press by the authorities of that 
Station. : .

periment Station has patented’ the 
process, with a view of building up a 
fund to be devoted to further re- 
search work. This action renders it 
impossible for us to give the details 
and directiong as issued by Rotham- 
sted. However, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture following up with ex- 
perimental work the earlier published 
accounts of this method has made pub- 
lic that the addition of 100 pounds of 
ammonium sulphate and 100 pounds 
lime to each tone of straw, will give 
satisfactory results—a manure-like 
substance of distinct fertilizer value. 
The materials—sulphate of ammonia 
and lime—may be scattered on the 
straw as it comes from the thresher 
the straw being kept moist by a 
stream of water. If the straw is al- 
ready piled or stacked the “manure” 
can be made by spreading on the 
ground a layer of straw—say, of two 
feet or thereabouts in thickness—and 
broadcasting over it the requisite 
amount of sulphate and Hime, thor- 
oughly moistening the mass and re- 
peating the procedure until the heap 
had reached a height of, say, eight to 
ten feet, above which it is not con- 
venient to work. If there are no 
ready means to renew the moisture 
from.time to time and there is reason 
to think that the rainfall will not be 
sufficient to supply the water lost by 
evaporation, the heap should be cov- 
ered with soil. 

It is stated that the conversion of 
the straw into the resultant manure- 
like material will take from three to 
six months, that the loss of plant 
food during this period is less than 
that which takee place in the rottin;

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lot manure, and that this “straw and 
sulphate” manure is practically equal 
in crop production to ordinary barn. 
yard manure. But the evidence to 
date is necessarily limited and the 
whole matter cannot be said to have 
passed the experimental stage.

It {@ a process which 
might have a practical value for the 
utilization of straw in dietricts in 
which it can be used neither as a feed 
nor a litter for livestock and in 
which climatic conditions are favour- 
able to the rotting of straw.

Here and There 


During the twelve months ended 
October 31st, 1925, Canada exported 
to 63 countries and colonies 52,903 
cars valued at $25,168,869 and 
trucks valued at $5,016,000 and also 
auto parts worth $5,573,875.. Auto. 
mobile exports during the corres- 
ponding period 1923-24 totalled 46,- 
194 cars valued at $23,109,331. 


A total of 18,261 acres was plant- 
ed to tobacco in Ontario in 1925, 
yielding 20,623,000 pounds accord- 
ing to figures issued by the Federal. 
Government. In 1924, 12,372 acres 
were planted, yielding 12,135,000 
pounds. In 1925 the average yield 
per acre was 1,130 pounds as com- 
pared with 914 pounds per acre last 
year. 


Branch offices of Japanese flour 
mills are to be established in Win- 
nipeg soon, it is understood, so as to 
be in a good position to buy wheat. 
Two representatives of the Missin 
Flour Mills and Mitsui Grain Com- 
pany, of Tokio, were in Winnipeg 
recently making arrangements for 
the purchase of 150,000 tons of. 
wheat for the two firms. 


Ernest Rolph, a Toronto architect, 
has claims to the discovery of the 
first fossilized remains of eggs of 
prehistoric reptiles. He found them 
in a deep cutting between Lethbridge 
and MacLeod in the shape of about 
15 perfectly round stones. The eggs 
measure 2% inches in diameter and 
are now being investigated by Pro- 
fessor Parks of Toronto. 


In order to create 2 better under-
